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M, Victor Faider “‘ desired that the question should not be debated as a 
theory, but be taken hold of in a practical manner. It is the interests of authors 
alone that we should have in view, as far as they are consistent with those of 
humanity. Will perpetuity add to the prosperity or glory of authors? Where 
to-day are the children of Voltaire, of Jean Jacques Rousseau, of Moliere, Goethe, 
Shakspeare? Literary property has been compared to property in a material in- 
vention. Is an eternal property in material inventions admitted? If such a 
right had been conferred upon the printing machine of Guttenberg, is it probable 
that it would have enlightened the world as it has?’ (Great applause.) 

Several voices: ‘* Question—question! (No! no!”’) 

M. Victor Capellemans declared himself in favor of the principle of per- 

tuity. 
wie M. Wolowski observed that “the whole difficulty came from confounding the 
right to a production created, and a right to the reproduction of the thing pro- 
duced. To-day, the inventor of a printing press would be recompensed with a 
patent for twenty years; and those who, thanks to Guttenberg, were able to ré- 
ceive an author’s rights, should be contented to have them during life.” 

Cries of question. 

President : *“* Mr. Jules Simon has the floor.” (Hear! hear !) 

Mr. Jules Simon: ‘* Gentlemen, there has been much said in this debate of 
the rights and interests of authors. ‘lhe adversaries of the principle of perpetu- 
ity and its defenders, have spoken in favor of the rights pet interests of authors. 
At the same time in the discussions that have taken place in Committee, there 
have been frequent allusions to the somewhat mercantile spirit of modern lit- 
erature, that, not contented with glory, seeks also something that is called wealth, 
and which I call independence. 7 

‘*T will submit to you, J will not say my reasons, but my impressions upon 
the matter, in which 1 have been determined by considerations in no way related 
to the interests of authors. In fact, i think that authors are disinterested as to 
their material interest. The resolutions adopted by the Second Section, are very 
free with respect to interest, and very liberal. 7 

“For that part of property that is dissipated at the death of the proprietor, 
who profits by it? If we bad not in this assembly a man, whom I will call the 
— of French genius; if his works were nct appianded thronghout 

urope as they are in France, (cheers—all eyes being turned upon M. Seribe)—if 
this man was not here, 1 would think myself able to say that all the literary men 
who attend this Congress, came here disinterestedly. It is but just however to 
say, that I have not read very attentively the list of names. 

“ But if we are thus disinterested, why do we demand a perpetual property in 
our works. Gentlemen, if we demand this, it is not forinterest, but for honor. I 
own that I was moved when I heard it said in one Section, that society gave 
alms to the author.” 

Voices : ‘* No one said that.” 

M. Jules Simon: “They deny the word alms—the word was privilege—but 
I prefer alms to that (cheers) That which belongs to us is a right, and little as 
it may be, it is preferable to an exorbitant privilege. 

“Do you know what an intellectual property is? Itis justice. Yon have 
heard upon this point very profound and metaphysical dissertations. They do 
not affect me much; I like what is clear. Are we the defenders of property in 
general? Yes. Isthe right of property admitted or questioned? It is some- 
times menaced, and how defend it. In two ways—with bullets and with reason. 
And the world dislikes bullets, and no one more than I. We must have reasons 
then. Now, if those who deny property in general, and demand to share our pos- 
sessions—”’ 

M. Wolowski : * We would say to them, you are fools.” 

M. J. Simon: “I do not want to know what M. Wolowski wouldsay to them, 
but what they would say to M. Wolowski. I believe a great many would eall 
them fools, and others monsters—but I, who hate them heartily, would not eall 
them either. I would say, You are men who have suffered deeply, and who un- 
happily by the law of society are not heroes. But if desired to demonstrate that 
property was a fixed thing, what could we say? That property is evidently just, 
since it represents labor; that it is necessary, as it makes man independent; and 
finally, that it is agreeable, because it is the condition and the guarantee of liberty. 

“* But these arguments are not equally strong. If you would say to this crowd 
it is necessary to maintain order, think to whom you are speaking. If youspeak 
of liberty, they must possess some amount of culture to comprehend, and social 
position to enjoy, its benefits. But here my argument is not what it would be 
elsewhere, for I have the honor to speak in a country where liberty is not anly 
acquired but practised—in a country that has not only the advantage of being 
free, but has done the world the service of showing by a living example, that 
liberty is compatible with the highest order, and with the progress of all the arts 
aud industries. (Prolonged cheers). : 

“But the triumphant argument—that which you must make plain to the 
worker is, that work is sacred. Ihave not heard a single argument against lit- 
erary property, that is not an argument against property in gencral. 

“T express my opinion with the greatest respect for the opinions of others, 
and according to my intelligence : but I have given my attention to understand 
what has been said upon the subject, and I am satisfied finally that the arguments 
used are those of the communists, and I predict that they will some day return 

inst you. 

“ What has been said against literary property? We have been told that we 
opposé an individual to a common right,—-that humanity had need of our works, 
and that it was necessary to abandon our right to profit for the right of humanity. 
The crowd will say when it is a question, for instance, of some songs of Rossini, 
you have need of Rossini—I have need of bread—as a partisan of the rights of 

roperty, 1 admit that I am frightened to hear arguments of this sort. You have 
bat one refuge—it is to say, that literary property hasa special character, and that 
literary labor is not of the same nature as other labor. | thought this objection 
abandoned. But now an orator has said that an author is not an author, and that the 
greater part of writing is but copying. I will agree that Moliére did not invent 
the Tartuffe, but he took part in it. I suppose the Tartuffes have the rest of the 
right. In demanding here the right of perpetual property in the results of intel- 
lectual labor, we do not speak in a personal interest, but in the interest of justice. 
We do not compromise any right, and we can still pronounce ourselves pro- 
foundly liberal.” (Great applause). 

The President: ‘‘ We will proceed to vote. There are two amendments that of 
M. Breuliez, and that of Messrs Garnier, Pascal, Duprat and Capellemans. If 
there is no objection, I will first put the main question.” 

M. Blane demanded that the proposition made by the Fourth Section be first 
put. This proposition was as follows :— 














“ Considering that property, in the result of intellectual labor, is a natural and 
absolute right ; ‘ : 

‘* And thut such property is worthy of the protection of the law, not less than 
any other; 

** And that if this property cannot be as easily protected as the commoner de- 
scriptions, no conclusion ean be drawn thence, but that it needs protection special 
like its nature ; , ‘ 

“ And that though legal forms may vary accordingly with the manners and 
customs of peoples, all nations alike owe to their own conscience and dignity, 
protection to the results of intellectual labor whatever be the nationality of the 
producer.” 

The Congress expresses the hope that the following principles may serve as 
the basis of an international code. 

1,“ Painters, designers, sculptors, engravers and architects, whatever be 
their nationality, the nature, or merit of their works, have the exclusive right to 
reproduce them or authorize their reproduction. aio 

2.—* All reproduction, even partial, published, sold, or distributed gratu- 
itously, is counterfeit, unless authorized and made with consent. 

3.-- The right of property, residing in an antbor, is independent of forms. 

“ Nevertheless,the exercise of the right may be subjected, for reprinted works, 
to the deposit of a copy, or a certificate of registration.” 

The President put te vote the principle of perpetuity, which was lost by a 
large majority.

Mr. Irving is now engaged upon the fifth and concluding volume of his 
Life of Washington, and if he had not been almost daily, and often many 
times a day, compelled to pay the penalty of fame, it would now be ready 
for the press, Mr. Irving is besieged by visitors, most of whom are unknown 
to him, and who do not seem to think that they are acting unreasonably in 
making such demands upon his time that there are but few hours of the day 
that he can call his own. To such an extent isthe annoyance carried that 
he can searcely venture to walk in his garden, lest he should be seized upon 
by some stray tourist or inquisitive notoriety-hunter. Persons of delicacy, 
of course, do not trespass in this unbidden manner.—N. Y. Times.

A ease was recently tried in the Liverpool County Court, in which a Lon- 
don publisher of serial works sought to recover payment from a gentleman in 
Liverpool for four parts of a work published by him. It appeared that the 
defendant had consented to subseribe for a work in question, and had given 
a written order for it, to be supplied “ monthly, or as published.” In con- 
formity with this order six parts of the work were delivered to the defend- 
ant, four of which he refused to take, and returned to the party supplying 
them, having paid for the other two, It was admitted on the part of the 
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that the defendant, after receiving the first two parts, had refused 
to take any more, but it was contended that the order was unconditional, and 
extended to all the parts of which the work might consist. The judge de- 
cided for the defendant, as it was preposterous to suppose that the defend- 
ant was bound to take as many parts as the plaintiff chose to publish. The 
question does not appear to have been asked whether the defendant consid- 
ered six to have been an unreasonable number of parts, or more than he 
anticipated the work would consist of. An intention was expressed of ap- 
pealing from the decision; at all events it will be necessary for publishers 
who wish to protect themselves against the caprice of subscribers to serial 
works, to alter the form of order, so as to make it include the number of parts 
intended to be published.
